G.S.R. 239 (E), —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of the Gov¬ 
ernment Saving Certificates Act, 1959 (46 of 1959) the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement and application, —(i) These rules shall be 
called the National Savings Annuity Certificate Rules, 1976, 

(ii) They shall come into ftorce on the 1st day of April, 1976. 

(iii) They shall apply to the National Savings Annuity Certificates issued 
under these rules. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “Act” means the Government Saving Certificates Act, 1959 (40 of 

1959); 

(b) “Certificate” means the National Savings Annuity Certificate; 

(c) “Form" means a Form appended to these rules; 

(d) “period of deposit” means the period of two years from the date of 

application for the purchase of a Certificate in which the deposits 
are made, whether in a lump sum or in instalments; 

(e) "period of deferment” means the period of 36 months after the expiry 

of the 'period of deposit'; 

(f) “monthly payment” means the payment to be made to the holder of 

the Certificate every month by the Issuing Office after the expiry of 
the period of deferment; 

/g) “Issuing Office” means a Post Office doing Saving Bank work.

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3. Denominations. —National Savings Annuity Certificates shall be issued in 
denominations of Rs. 3,200 and Rs. 6,400. 

4. Types of Cerdflcates.~The Certificates shall be of the following types, 
namely:— 

(a) Single Holder type, for issue to an adult; 

(b) Joint ‘A’ type, for issue jointly to two adults payable to both holders 

Jointly or the survivor; and 

(c) Joint ‘B’ type, for issue jointly to two adults payable to either holder 

or the survivor. 

6 . limljte up to which Certificates may be purchased.—Any number of Certi¬ 
ficates may be purchased in the denominations specified in rule 3. 

6. Procedure for purchase of Certificates. —A person desiring to purchase a 
Certificate shall apply to the Issuing Office either himself or through a messenger, 
in Form AC 1 obtainable free of charge from fhat office. 

,7. Legal tender. —Payment lor the purchase of a Certificate may be made lo 
en Issuing Office in any of the following modes, namely: — 

(i) in cash, 

(11) by cheque, 

(ill) by bank draft: 

Provided that in the case of payment by cheque or bank draft, the cheque 
or the bank draft shall be drawn in favour of the Postmaster of the Issuing 
Office in a bank, not being a bank situated in an out-station. 

8. Method of deposit.— (1) Deposit, along with the application, may be made 
in a lump sum or in monthly, quarterly, half-yearly or annual instalments. 

(2) In case of deposits by instalments, the instalments following the first 
Instalment shall be made in the manner indicated below:—

(3) If the purchaser opts to deposit the amount of the Certificate in instal¬ 
ments, the amounts payable by him shall be as under—

(4) If there is any default in the deposit of any instalment, the period of 
deposit shall be extended till all the instalments have been paid. Alternatively, 
the purchaser ma.y deposit all the defaulted instalments in a lump sum with 
Simple interest at 12 per cent per annum for the period of default. 

(5) Subject to the provision of sub-rule (3), if the purchaser does not pay 
the defaulted instalments within twelve months of the end of the period of 
deposit, the entire amount deposited by him shall be returned to him on his 
making an application in the form laid down by the Director General, Posts and 
Telegraphs, along with simple interest at a rate admissible on Post Office Savings 
Bank deposits during the period: 

Provided that a depositor, who having paid not less than half the instalments 
for a Certificate of the denomination of Rs. 6,400, is unable to continue pay¬ 
ment of further instalments, may, in lieu, apply for issue of a Certificate of the 
denomination of Rs, 3,200, In that event, instalments paid by him in excess of 
half of the instalments for the higher denomination Certificates, shall be refunded 
to him in cash without interest together with the Certificate of the denomination 
of Rs. 3.200.

(6) Deposits, as and when made, shall be entered In a Post Office Pass Book 
and the purchaser shall keep it In his safe custody. The purchaser may present 
the said Pass Book to the Issuing Office on each occasion an instalment is paid. 

0. Issue of Certificate.— (1) On payment being made in a lump sum or iri 
instalments under sub-rule (3) of rule 8, a Certificate shall be issued by the 
Issuing Office on production of the Post Office Pass Book. 

(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rules (4) and (5) of rule 8, the date of 
Issue of the Certificate shall be the date of expiry of the period of deposit. 

10. Monthly payments.—The holder of a Certificate shall be entitled to receive 
84 equal monthly payments, the first monthly payment being made after com¬ 
pletion of 36 months from the end of the period of deposit, as shown below, 
namely:—

11. Manner of making monthly payments.—(1) The monthly payments shall 
be made by the Issuing Office on productaion of the Post Office Pass Book, in 
which suitable entries shall be recorded after each such payment, against a receipt 
in Form AC 2. 

(2) At the written request of the holder, the Issuing Office may credit the 
amount of the monthly payment to the Post Office Savings Bank account of the 
holder, if both the Savings Bank account and the Certificate stand at the same 
Issuing Office. 

(3) If a monthly payment Is not drawn by the holder in the month it was 
due, the holder may draw it In any subsequent month. 

(4) The Issuing Office shall periodically call for the production of the Certi¬ 
ficate for checking that the holder of the Post Office Pass Book continues to be 
the holder of the Certificate. 

12. Transfer,—A Certificate along with the Post Office Pass Book may be 
transferred, from the Issuing Office at which it stands registered to another Issu¬ 
ing Office on the holder making an application In the form laid down by the 
Director General, Pasts and Telegraphs. The transfer shall be recorded in both 
the Certificate and the Post Office Pass Book. On such a transfer, the transferee 
office shall be deemed to be the Issuing Office. 

13. Replacement of lost or destroyed Post Office Pass Book or Certificate.— (l) 

If a Post Office Pass Book or a Certificate is lost, stolen, destroyed mutilated 
or defaced, the person or persons entitled thereto may apply to the Issuing Office 
where the said Pass Book or Certificate is registered, for issue of a duplicate. 

(2) Every such application shall be accompanied by a statement showing 
particulars, such as, number, amount and the date of issue of the Post Office 
Pass Book or Certificate and the circumstances attending such loss, theft, destruc¬ 
tion, mutilation or defacement. 

(3) If the Issuing Office is satisfied about the loss, theft, destruction, mutilation 
■or defacement of the Post Office Pass Book or Certificate, it shall issue a duplicate 
thereof on the applicant furnishing an indemnity bond in the form laid down 
by Director General, Posts and Telegraphs with one or more sureties or with a 
Bank's guarantee: 

Provided that where such application is made with respect to a Post Office 
Pass Book or Certificate mutilated or 'defaced, of whatever”!ace value, a duplicate 
thereof may be issued without any such indemnity bond, surety or guarantee If 
the Pass Book or Certificate mutilated or defaced is surrendered and is capable 
of being identified as the one originally issued. 

(4) A duplicate Post Office Pass Book or Certificate issued under sub-rule (3) 
shall be treated as equivalent to the original Post Office Pass Book or Certificate 
for all the purposes of these rules. 

14. Nomination.—(1) The holder of a Post Office Pass Book or Certificate 
may nominate any one person, who in the event of the holder’s death, shall become 
entitled to the Pass Book or the Certificate and to the payment of the amount® 
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due thereon, by filling in the necessary particulars In Form AC 3 at the time of 
making an application for the purchase of the Certificate, If a holder does not 
fill the necessary particulars regarding nomination at the time of making the 
application, he may, at any time after the issue of the Post Office Pass Book or 
Certificate, but before the maturity of the Certificate, make an application in 
Form AC 3 to the Issuing Office at which the said Pass Book or Certificate stands 
registered, nominating a person, who in the event of his death, shall become 
entitled to the Pass Book or Certificate and to the payment of the amount due 
thereon, 

(2) No nomination shall be made in respect of a Post Office Pass Book or 
Certificate In the names of two adults jointly. 

(3) A nomination made by the holder of Post Office Pass Book or Certificate 
under this rule may be cancelled or varied by submitting an application in Form 
AC 4, together with the said Pass Book or Certificate, to the Issuing Office at 
which the Pass Book or Certificate stands registered. 

Note,—S eparate applications shall be made in respect of each Post Office Pass 
Book or Certificate registered at different times, 

(4) The nomination or the cancellation of a nomination or the variation of a 
nomination shall be effective from the date it is registered by the Issuing Office 
and that date shall be noted on the Post Office Pass Book or Certificate. 

(5) Where the nominee is a minor, the purchaser may also specify the person 
who shall act on behalf of the nominee during his/her minority. 

15. Repayment of deposit— The amount, as shown below, shall be repayable 
In the month following the month in which the last monthly payment was drawn 
by the holder, on production of the Post Office Pass Book and the Certificate. 
The person(s) entitled to receive the amount due on the Certificate shall, on 
Us encashment, sign on the back thereof in token of having received the pay¬ 
ment. If any monthly payment has not been drawn by the holder, it shall 
be added to the amount repayable and shall be paid therewith.

16. Prematura encashment. —(1) A Certificate may be encashed prematurely 
at any time after the period of deposit and on such premature encashment, the 
amount payable will be— 

(a) during the period of deferment, an amount equal to the deposits made 

together with simple interest thereon at the rate admissible on Post 
Office Savings Bank deposits; 

(b) after the expiry of the period of deferment, the amount payable on the 

Certificate on maturity as specified in rule 15 plus monthly payments, 
if any, due on the Certificate upto the month preceding the month 
in which encashment is authorized but not paid earlier, 

(2) No such premature encashment shall be permitted unless both the Certifi¬ 
cate and the Post Office Pass Book, duly discharged, are surrendered to the 
Issuing Office. 

17 Procedure on the death of the holder or both holders in the case of Joint 

holder of a certificate:— On the death of the holder, or both the holders in the case 
of joint holders of a Certificate, the nominee or legal heir may- 

fa) continue to retain the Certificate till maturity and draw the monthly 
payments specified in rule 10 and also the amount repayable on 
maturity specified in rule 15; or 

(b) seek premature encashment in which case the amount payable shall 
be regulated by sub-ruie ( 5 ) of rule 8 or rule 16 as the case may be, 
depending on whether the application was made during the period 
of deposit or at any time after the period of deposit. 

18. Place of encashment.— A Certificate shall be encashable only at the Issuing 
Office at which it stands registered. 
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10. Income Tax. —The monthly payments on these Certificates and the interest 
received at maturity shall be liable to income tax under the Income Tax Act 
1961 (43 of 1961) but no tax will be deducted at the time of payment. 

20 . Responsibility of the Issuing Office—The Issuing Office shall not be res* 
ponsible for any mss caused to the holder by any person obtaining possession 
of a Certificate or the Post Office Pass Book and fradulently receiving monthly 
payments or encashing it. 

21. Powers to rectify clerical errors.—The Issue Office may, upon an applica¬ 
tion by any person interested in any Certificate issued In pursuance of these 
rules, or suo moto , rectify any clerical or arithmethical mistakes, if it doea not 
involve any financial loss to the Government or to any such person. 

22. Fees—A fee of rupee one shall be chargeable in respect of the following 
transactions, namely— 

(1) Issue of a duplicate Post Office Pass Book or Certificate under rule 13. 
(li) Registration of nomination or cancellation thereof; 

Provided that no fee shall be charged on an application for registration of the 
first nomination.
